The anxiously-desired rain still holds 
off, though rain indications have not 
been lacking of late. The need of 
moisture is now seriously felt through - 
outthe State. The complaint appears 
to be general. In many places the grain 
and grass crops are suffering. Where 
the wheat and barley plants have been 
arrested in their growth by drouth 
when only fairly under way to maturity, 
and have commenced to turn yellow, 


rain, even if it should come now, will 


fail to produce a satisfactory growth or 
make acrop. The same is true, in a 
large measure, of the native grasees. 
Their growth once stopped, the 
stunted plants speedily come to 
an 
and die, turning to standing hay. In 
many places, on the mesa lands, it is 
already too late to save the alfileria 
from making only a slight yield. 
These hot days, with the liability of an 
occasional scorching wind sweeping 
across the unprotected plains like a 
sirocco, portend ill to the hay and 
grain crops. Itis now apparently im- 
possible that these crops can reach 
morethan half an average on some 
lands. The cattle and sheep growers 
and grain farmers have no encouraging 


-. Outlook before them on the arid plains 


and foothills. 

With the croppers on naturally moist 
lands, or where irrigation is practi- 
cable, the case is different, the con- 
ditions better. On such lands good 


> crops of alfalfa and corn can be grown, 


~rain ornorain. The misfortune is that 
the area of this class of agricultural 
lands bears so small a proportion to the 
whole cultivable territory of the State. 
Here becomes apparent the sore need of 
the irrigation laws which the last State 
Senate persistently refused to give the 
southern counties. Where, in this por- 
tion of California, there is one acre of 
land independent of rainfall, so far as 
the production of crops is concerned, 
there is a score of unproductive acres 
when the usual annual rainfall fails or 
is scant. | 
So far as the grape and other fruit 
crops are concerned, there is as yet no 
reason to feel apprehension. The best 
fruit crops are not grown in this latitade 
in wet years. 
As to the probable general outcome 
Of the grain crop, taking the State 
through, it is still too early to make an 
intelligent estimate; but that it will be 
a short crop we fear is certain. 
This absence of rain, and the appre- 
_hensions of a dry year, are neccessarily 
having a direct and depressing effect 
upon general business; but it is not 
yet too late for the rain to come, and if it 
does come in reasénable abundance, all 
the late-sown grain will be vastly bene- 
fited and made to yield well.

SMOULDERING FIRES. 


The Imminence of a General War 
in Europe. 


REVIEW OF THE SITUATION BY A VETERAN. 


France and Russia Against England, Ger- 
many, Austria, Italy and Turkey—The 
Probable Scene of Conflict, 


[The following clear, vigorous and 
graphic sketch of the European situa- 
tion was written by Stuart Stanley for 
the San Francisco Call in October last, 
and the author stands by his predic- 
tions to-day, without the change of a 
word :] 


Fourteen years have barely 

away since the smoke and thunder of 
battle rolled over one of the fairest 
regions of our earth; since the count- 
less legions of United Germany, led on 
by Von Moltke, the greatest strategist 
of our time, swept on in one resistless 
current over the plains of eastern ard 
central France; since the mighty mili- 
tary catastrophe of Sedan was capped 
by that cataclysm, unparatleled in the 
history of sieges; since Metz, la pucelle, 
opened her gates to the stranger and 
witnessed the (to Frenchmen) ago- 
nizing sight of Prussian soldiers gazing 
on the statue raised,in one of her 
squares, to the memory of Ney, ‘‘the 
bravest of the brave.’’ And already 
there are signs, evident enough to him 
who takes the trouble to watch 
the moves on the political chess-board 
in Europe, that the treaty of Frankfort 
was not meant to be eternally binding 
on Frenchmen; that ‘‘la revanche’’ is 
not a mere cry, full of sound and fury, 
and signifying nothing; that Alsace- 
Lorraine may soon again be traversed 
by armies locked in deadly embrace; 
that the ‘‘Wacht am Rhein’ may yet 
ring out from every corner of the 
Fatherland in reply, and in defiance to 
that tremendous national anthem, 
“The Marseillaise,’’ that outpouring of 
the passions of the fierce democracy of 
France. Yes, signs there are _ in- 
deed, that those who believe in a 
lengthened peace in Europe are living 
in a fool’s paradise; that the nations 
are growing weary of the armed peace 
which is almost as ruinous as actual 
war; that the pent-up fears and hopes 
of the great European powers may at 
any moment explode with a force, a 
fury, and to an extent that will prove to 
men that the meetings of emperors, the 
embracing of crowned heads, and all 
those glittering formalities of the great 
ones of the earth, are totally unable to 
restrain their subjects from rushing at 
each other’s throats, and endeavoring 
to secure a permanent peace by en- 
gaging in a general and destructive war. 
And then present themselves the ques- 
tions: What are the objects of that 
war? Under what conditions will it be 
fought out? And what may be the gen- 
eral result of the conflict ? 

DIFFICULTY IN FORECASTING, 

He would indeed be a bold man, an 
imprudent critic, who would attempt to 
forecast the result of what promises to 
be a titanic struggle, a battle of giants; 
he would most assuredly run the risk 
of losing his reputation as a strategist, 
or even as a tactician, were he to allow 
himself to decide the issue of the com- 
ing struggle in his own way and accord- 
ing tothe flights of his own imagina- 
tion. Nevertheless, and without at- 
tempting to tear aside the veil which 
hides the future from mortal ker, one 
may be permitted to count the ‘‘pros’’ 
and ‘‘cons,’’ to review the odds for and 
against, and then, basing his reasoning 
on the mathematical doctrine of proba- 
bilities, he may be permitted to show 
what the chances are that this or that 
side will lose or win. | 

Let as, therefore, first of all, examine 
the objects of the coming war—for come 
it will and must, and that, too, at no 
distant date. We opened this subject 
by referring to the epoch of the Franco- 
Prussian war, because the issue of that 
conflict has been one of the disturbing 
factors in European politics ever since; 


there still exist, other problems which 
help to threaten the peace of Europe. 
Ever since the treaty of Berlin took 
the place of that of San Stefano, Russia 
has been fuming and fretting to find 
that her blood and treasure have been 
spent almost in vain—for Batoum and a 
slice of Armenia in Asia Minor, to- 
gether with the retrocession of Bessara- 
bia—this latter torn from her by the 
treaty of Paris, in 1856, are by no 
means sufficient to repay her for her 
vast sacrifices of men and money. 
True, Roumania, Roumelia, Servia 
and Montenegro have, through the re- 
sistless logic of her sword, as well as 
through the benevolent neutrality of 
Europe, assumed forms less misty than 
in other days. Some of these fledge- 
lings among the nations have already 
burst into full-blown kingdoms, al- 
though it would, in our opinion, be 
more like true manhood if the chiefs of 
those little States were to abstain for a 
long time yet from assuming that dig- 
nity which ‘‘doth hedge a king.’’ 
Now, itis not too much to say that 
Russia never intended that these States 
should be independent, that is, inde- 
pendent of herself; for all that talk and 
excitement about the atrocities commit- 
ted in Bu'garia was only got up to hide 
projects long since planned and pre- 


The unmentionable Turk has many a 
time and oft been dangled before the 
European public merely to hide the 
movements of the Muscovite gentlemen 
who keep a close eye on Stamboul; 
and it must be confessed that more than 
one British statesman has played into 
the hands of Russia by grossly exagger- 


crying out for their expulsion, ‘‘bag and 
baggage,’’ from 
‘*The lands they wasted and profaned.”’ 


And yet it was not so long after that 
the author of the line just quoted 
coquetted with Turkey, and endeavored 
to induce that power to dispatch troops 
to Egypt; when Arabi was yet in fight-— 
ing trim; when French interference was 
within the limits of possibility, and 
when Welseley, ‘‘El Kahireh’’ Wolse- 
ley, had yet to carve on the pyramids 


| the picnic victory of Tel-el-k’bir. 


Some of our readers may, perhaps, 
think that in drawing the above picture 
we have made the ‘‘facing round”’ of 
the distinguished statesman referred 
to, a little ‘‘too complete,’’ but in proof 
of the moderation of our statement, we 
subjoin the foilowing lines from the 
»Pall Mall Gazette (London), June, 1882, | 
which faithfully depicts the then posi- 
tion of Mr. Gladstone, and go to prove 
that our skech is in no way overdrawn: 


Vile though much required barbarian, 
Wicked but convenient Turk, 

Come and purge your crimes, Bulgarian, 
By a piece of useful work, 


I, who wrought your late eviction, 
I, who laid you under ban, 
Plenary absolution offer, 
If you’ll help the ‘“‘grand old man !”

So far as 
| RUSSIA 
is concerned, there is no great, no 
very great difficalty in perceiving what 
she wants, for her policy has always 
been clear, intelligent and unwavering. 
She would have Stamboul, cost what it 
might; and since the unification of 
Germany has more than ever sealed 
every outlet from the Baltic, her atten- 
tion has latterly been turned to the 
South; thus explaining that war in 
which the siege of Plevna fills the 
brightest page, and throwing much 
light on her movements in Central 
Asia—movements which have carried 
her to Merv, to Sarraks, and to the 
frontier of Afghanistan. But as regards 
the movements of Russja toward the 
Afghan frontier, we are rather inclined 
to accept as probable the utterances of 
the late General Skobeleff, viz.: that 
his country did not want India, but 
would continue to threaten it in order 
to make England lose her grip on Con- 
stantinople; and we receive the opinion 
of the distinguished officer referred to, 
despite the fact that every true Musco- 
vite believes that ‘‘the destiny of Kus- 
sia is to advance.’’ Now, there are 
two ways of moving a Russian force on 
Constantinople, viz: the old route 
across the Danube, as in the 
last war, and that other, from 
Kars, through Erzroum, to the shores 
of the Bosphorus; and it requires no 
great knowledge of military matters to 
perceive that the former route is now 
well nigh impracticable; for the occu- 
pation of Bosnia and the Herzegovina 
have enabled Austria to threaten the 
right flank of any Russian force mov- 
ing, fromthe Danube,. on Stamboul. 
And although all good Russians believe 


that the shortest road to Constantin 
passes through Vienna—thus 
expression to the necessity of first 


crushing the. “Warden of the Balkans’’ 
—yet to attack Austria just now would 
be an act of the gravest peril; for be- 


but there existed before that date, andj 


ating the misdeeds of the Pachas and | 


whose forces alone would pass through 
thoge ot Russia, asif the armies of the 
latter were made of pasteboard. The 
advance of Russia on Constantinople, 
by way of the Danube, must, therefore, 
for the present, be abandoned; for: it 
could only be rendered possible by the. 
friendship Or neutrality of Austria and 
Germany, or by Italy’s paralyzing a 
portion of the Austfian forces, by at- 
tacking that power along its south- 
western frontier. 
Later on it will that Russia 
cannot lean on such a broken reed. 
To reach Stamboul, there then re- 
mains but the route from Kars across 
Asia Minor, a route which is quite 
practicable to a good army, led by a 
really able officer. It is true, the 
poition of England at Cyprus gives her 
the power to act on the flank of any 
Russian force moving from Kars toward 
the Bosphorus; but the smallness of the 
British standing army, coupled with the 
opinion growing.in that country that 
Russia should have—ought to have— 
Constantinople, would render the task 
of arresting the Russian march a by no 
means easy matter. 
Indeed, in our opinion, we do not 
hesitate to say that the fate of Con- 
stantinople, as well as the fate of India, 
will be decided, not on the Danube, nor 
in Asia Minor, but on either flank of 
the German Empire, on the plains of 
Poland or on the fields of France. 

And having thus looked briefly at 
Russian aspirations, let us see what 


her great neighbor, 
GEB 


MANY 
wants. Ever since 1873, Germany has 
been telling the world that she was 
content, but despite all these assur- 
ances there are people who think that 
she would willingly push Austria 
toward the east, and then give her carte 
blanche to repay herself for the loss of 
her German provinces; there are others 
who believe that the Baltic provinces of 
Russia, the majority of whose popu- 
lation is of the Teutonic race, would 
not be quite unacceptable to the Ger- 
man Empire, which has already swal- 
lowed Alsace-Lorraine, but has not, I 
think, quite succeeded in digesting it. 
Some even go so far as to assert that 
Denmark must soon disappear from the 
roll of independent States, in order that 
a strong power may hold the keys of 
the Baltic against Russia, while even in 
England it is told, with bated breath, 
that Bismarck has made the most loving 


advances to the States of the low 
countries. . 
In the foregoing there may be much 


truth, there doubtless is a certain 
amount of sveculation; but there is 
one point on which we have no doubt, 
viz: that German military men have 
never forgiven the Crown Prince for | 
permitting France to retain Belfort: 
and although the Grand Chancellor is 
not prepared to go towar for such a 
trifle, yet we doubt not that when the 
crash comes in Europe he will endeavor 
to repair the only weak point in his 
fencing with Thiers. | 
It is not difficult to see what 
AUSTRIA | 

desires, for she wishes only to be le 

alone, to be let severely alone. But 
this she will not be permitted, for as 
already referred to, Prussia has an eye 
on her German provinces, and would 
fain possess the port of Trieste on the 
Adriatic; and in exchange for these she 


Man,’’ she might go to Salonica and 
even to Stamboul. Let us now turn 
our attention to 
FRANCE, 

the mightiest enemy of the new German 
Empire; France, defeated, crushed and 
humbled to the dust in 1870, dismem- 
bered by the stranger and half strangled 
by her own erring sons—the madmen 
of the Commune; the France of Metz, 
of Strasbourg, of Sedan, of Jena, of 
Wagram and of Austerlitz. 

We all know what she wants: She 
wants back her lost provinces, and still 
more she wants back her lost preatige; 
she no longer sings, with Alfred de 
Musset: | 


Then peacefully let it flow, your German 
Rhine, 
Reflecting tower and steeple; 
But keep within a moderate line 
The yell of your frantic people. 
Lest it wake our mighty dead from their 
rest divine! 


O, no, we hear no more of that now, 
but in its stead we observe a silence 
more eloquent than words; for French- 
men have evidently taken to heart the 
advice of Gambetta concerning Alsace- 
Lorraine: 

‘«Pensons-y toujours, mais n’en parlez 
jamais;’’ i. e., Let us always think of it, 
but never speak of it. 

There remain to be considered only 
Italy, England and Spain, and the 
latter, ‘‘that Africa which begins at the 
Pyrenees,’’ we shall look upon rather 
as a spectator, than as a participator in 
the great conflict, for her geographical 
position as well as her interests forbid 
her to depart from an attitude of strict 
neutrality. 

This power may, however, in the 
event of a great war, take advantage of 
the situation and carry out her long 
cherished project of the conquest of 
Morocco. Then comes 

ITALY, 
whose dreams are of the Trentino, of 
Nice and Savoy, of Corsica, and even 
of Tunis. A struggle for the first means 
a war with Austro-Germany, whilst to 
obtain the others she must assist at the 
downfall of France, and since Italian 
statesmen are at least equal to those of 
any other nation, there is good reason to 
believe that the forces of Italy will be 
ready at the beck of Bismarck to man- 
euver on the flank of the immense Ger- 
manic army. 

ENGLAND, 
it is needless to add, desires no territo- 
rial aggrandizement in Europe, but will 
wait and see wherein her interests may 
be threatened, and will in that case be 
not slow to take care of herself, 
SUMMING UP. 

And having thus briefly sketched the 
causes which must, in the near future, 
produce a conflict of gigantic dimen- 
sions, let us sew what is likely to be the 
grouping of the combatants; let us look 
at the two camps into which armed 
Europe is sure to be divided. 

There are in Europe two pairs of 
powers whose interests, as already 
shown, are diametrically opposed to 
each other, viz: France and Germany 
on the one hand, England and Russia 
on the other; and whilst the latter 
power is also the natural enemy of Aus- | 
tria, Italy really remains as a kind of 
outsider, whose services can be secured 
"by those who can offer the greatest in- 
ducements, and we have already indi- 
cated the side which, in her own inter- 
ests, she is likely to take. 

France, to defeat Germany, must en- 
deavor to place the latter ‘‘between the 
hammer and the anvil’’—between her- 
self and Russia; and, since the triumph 
of these two powers over Germany 
would mean the victorious advance of 
Russia, through Vienna, on Stamboul, 
it is not difficult to see on which side 
Austria will stand. England would, of 
course, throw in her whole weight to 
‘keep the water way open,’’ and, 
although the Sick Man cannot com- 
mand so many legions as he did some few 
years ago, we may rest assured that he 
is not yet dead, and that in the coming 
struggle the Turkish army will remem- 
ber Plevna, and prove themselves 
worthy of afchief like Osman Ghazi; 
aud this, too, despite the fact that there 
exists, among all Moslems in Europe, 
a strong belief that at some future day 


into Asia; and hence it is that so many 
of the richer Turks bury their dead on 
the Scutari side of the Bosphorus. 
This feeling or belief may be thus ex- 
pressed : 

Fate stands grim before our face, 

And grimly tells the legion hoary, 
That the Frank will rule the place 

The Moslem filled with sun-bright glory. 


Looking back, then, we find Europe 
divided into two vast camps, viz: France 
and Russia on the one hand; England, 
Germany, Austria, Italy and Turkey on 
the other; and, despite the great force 
that the two former Powers could place 
in the field, they would most certainly 
find themselves outaumbered: and out- 
gereralled, too, by the armies and lead- 
ers of the latter group of Powers. We 
have advisedly said outgeneralled, for, 
if we except Milutin, in Russia, with 
Campenon and de Gallifet, in France, 
thereis none other in those nations 
who stands head and shoulders above 
his comrades.

It would be rash to forecast the for- 
tunes of the campaign on the Rhine, 
for that frontier of Germany is so 
strongly girdled, from Strasbourg to 
Metz, Coblentz and Ehrenbreitstein, 
that it seems little less than folly to 
attempt to invade the Fatherland from 
that side. Indeed, there is a growing 
belief among military men in Europe 
that France will not knock fier head 
against such a chain of fortresses; but, 
disregarding her treaty ébligations, will 
attempt to-turn that line by moving 
through Belgium, on Germany. 

It will be observed that we have taken 
no notice of the naval forces of the hos- 
tile groups, because that with England 
at its head will be immeasurably supe- 
rior to those of Russia and France. 
Moreover, this war will be what we may 
term a land war, a war of gigantic 
armies, and its fiercest struggles will 
take place about a line extending from 
Paris, through Frankfort, to Warsaw. 

As indicated in the early part of this 
review, we shall not attempt to show 
how this or that campaign may end,

and am not ready with words; but one 


must be duil and insensibie who could 
not find some words to express appre- 
ciation for the friendly kindness which 
we have found in this city and at the 
hands of this society. We botanists are 
unused, as a rule, to oratory. Our 
work is done apart from public thought 
and observation. My great namesake, 
the poet Gray, was no mean botanist 
himself, and was shy as most botanis 
are. You remember his lines— 
“Full many & flower is born to blush 
unseen,’’ etc. 

The same might be said of the stu- 

dents and lovers of flowers—th ough we 


do not asa rule have anything in our 


work to blush for, the blushes being re- 
served for occasions like the present— 
where my colleague and myself are 


called to appear as representatives of: 


the oldest and greatest University in 
the country; a University which num- 
bers many alumni in your State. We 
are happy to speak words of encourage- 
ment to the cause of education, and 
particularly to those who are trying to 
advance intelligent thought and re- 
search, as is this historical Society, 
whose guests we are proud to be. I am 
glad that your society desires to in- 
clude in its scope natural history as 
well as general history—the history of 
man and his surroundings, as well as 


of man and his acts. This being 
the case, . we feel at home 
and among brethren. As some 
here have called me _ venerable, 


I trust they will pardon the garrulity of 
age in speaking somewhat of the de- 
lights we have found upon our journey. 
That we have enjoyed your scenery, 
your climate and your hospitality, goes 
without saying. But beyond that we 
have had the pleasure—peculiar to 
botanists— of meeting old friends, 
seen before, only in altered guise—your 
flowers, many of which were before 
familiar to us only in their dried form. 
These beautiful flowers of Southern 
California turn up _ their bright 
eyes to me as I pass, and say, 
‘‘Don’t you know us?’’ And I look 
down at this one a moment and say, 
‘Oh, yes, you're so-and-so. Menke 
discovered you;’’ or to that one, ‘‘Yes, 
your name is such-and-such. You were 
wrongly christened, and I had to re- 
name you;”’ or to a third, ‘‘Yes, I-know 
you—you are one of my own children, 
classified and named by myself ten or 
twenty or forty yéars ago, or perhaps 
only yesterday.’’ And there is 
the further pleasure of meeting among 
you some of the correspondents whose 
work has been so valuable to 
me—as Messrs. Nevin, Lyon and 
Oliver. There are, too, the Par- 
rishes, of San Bernardino, who: have 
done a remarkably extensive work. It 
is to all these gentlemen that your soci- 
ety may look to build up its natural 
history side. I trust they will prepare 
for the society a full herbarium of 
Southefh California flowers. I hope 
and anticipate that your society will do 
much for science. _ Botany is. a larger 
subject than most imagine, and there is 
wide room for work. Harvard itself is 
none too well equipped. It began in 
1842 with one Professor of Botany—w 
now addresses you—when such a ch 
was almost unheard of. It now has its 
superannuated Prcfessor—your guest— 
and his assistant, Mr. Watson, so well 
known in California, both of whom con- 
fine themselves to research, and do not 
lecture. As lecturers it has its Pro- 
fessor of Arboriculture, its Professor of 
Botany, in charge of the botanical gar- 
den, and its Professor of Cryptugamic 
Botany, my pupil, assistant and colleague 
here, into whose younger hands I now 
entrust further remarks.’’ The aged 
Professor sat down amid hearty ap- 
plause,and Prof. Farlow was introduced, 
who, after disclaiming extreme youth— 
‘‘not venerable, but no infant’’—and 
saying that he had been a student of 
cryptogams for seven or eight years, 
which, after all, was short compared 
with Dr. Gray’s long life-work, pro- 
ceeded to speak on the fungous diseases 
of the grape, orange and Olive. 
PROF, FARLOW’S LECTURE, 
_ Many of the diseases of plants are 

caused by fungi. I shall speak to-night 

only of those affecting the grape, or- 
ange and olive. There are two books 
on this special subject; one in German, 
by Von Thumen, on the diseases of the 
grape and olive; and one by Perrotti on 
those of the grape and particularly of 
the orange. A vast number of such 
fungous diseases are mentioned by 
these authors. The form of the fungus 
with which you are most familiar 
is the - toadstool or mushroom. 
The mould which housekeepers 
grieve to find on top of their preserves 
is another common fungus. It is 
characteristic of fungi that they are al- 
ways parasitic. They lack the green 
coloring-matter which in _ flowering 
plants digests inorganic food from the 
soil, and hence they must steal. They 
are not gererally very particular from 
whom they steal; but fortunately 
special fungi are particular, and do not 
go outside their special tamily of 
victims. For instance, a fungus 
natural to grape will 
not attack a rose, though it may be 
found on other plants of kinship to the 
grape. The functions of the mush- 
room include its vegetative and its re- 
productive organs. hat we see is the 
reproductive part, and corresponds to 
the fruit of flowering plants.. The 
vegetative part consists of a series of 
threads underground, which may have 
been there for years. The mould, 
when examined, shows a mass of 
threads which produce fruit. The 
vegetative portion is called the my- 

celium: the reproductive portion the 
spore. 

There are two special sorts of fungus 
which affect the grape. Both are found 
in the East, but only one in California. 
They are called the American grape 
mildew and the European grape mildew. 
The latter has longest been known. 
About 1840 (I haven’t my notes here) 


it prevailed generally in Europe, par- 


ticularly in Madeira. The American 
mildew has done no serious damage in 
this country yet, but has proved 
very destructive when introduced 
into Europe. In appearance it shows 
frost-like on the under-side ot the leaf. 
The mycelium begins inside the leaf, 
issues through the breathing-pores and 
then branches out to produce spores. 
They come late in the summer. These 
hanging spores then drop, amd propagate 
new fungi. 
water, and you can see their rapid de- 


velopment. In two or three hours each 
spore attains a wall of its own, 
containing from five to twenty 


little bodies. Soon a part of the 
wall breaks down, and these bodies 
issue forth shaped like spectacles and 
a y avibratile thread at each 

in issuing they seem 
until one is torn in two, and you 
will see the two halves moving off in 
different directions. These bodies are 
called zoospores, and seem like little 
animals rather than plants as they 
move rapidly about. They must have 
a moist surface to live; buf a drop of 
dew is an ocean to them.

The European vines. are not 
toughened but tender, and it goes hard 
vith them. In New England this 
mildew instead of doing harm, I think 
does good. It doesn't come tall the last 
of August, or September, and we are 
in much more danger from frost than 
mildew. In your State it is different. 
Whenever warmth and moisture de- 
velop that mildew here early, look ont 
for trouble. This mildew also attacks 
the stem and roots, but seldom the 
fruit. 

The European mildew has been 
known longer, but not so well. It ap- 
pearsin the form of a cobweb, entirely 
superficial—whereas the American 
mildew is internal. It covers both 
sides of the leaf, and the grapes as 
well, thus again differing from Ameri- 
can mildew which shows only on under 
side of leaf. A thread grows up from 
the attacked surface, and bears a num- 
ber of little fruits one upon the other, 
Its cells contain but a single spore, so 
it does not multiply with such injurious 
rapidity. It was firgt discovered by 
Tucker in the south of Eogland. Its 
winter spores are large sacs as 
big as a pin-head, celluloid out- 
side and lightly attached to the leaf, 80 
vee they can be scrapedofi. It is evi- 

nt that sulphur and other external 
remedies are useless with the American | 
mildew, which is inside the leaf, but 
efficacious with the European sort, 
which is external. The latter is re- 
moved even by hard washing. 

As to the fungi which attaek the 
orange I must be brief. At home I lec- 
ture as long as I wish, for the students 
have to stand it, but here I must not 
bore you much longer. It is always 
the first question whether insects or 
fungi are doing the damege. Besides 
being a parasite and sapping the 
nutmment of a plant, the fungus 
is also apt to form so upon a plant as 
to shut out light and choke the plant. 
Oranges and olives have a common dis- 
ease, the black fungus. It is preceded 
by insects and grows upon their slimy 
exudations. The insect doesn’t seem to 
do much harm and perhaps does none, 
but the fungus is very Opaque 

and shuts out the light, and 
must be injurious. I have seen one 
case where the fungi actually Pt 
about as fast as the insects died. There 
are vast numbers of fungi in the West. 
Arizona is full of them, even the 
greasewood being covered. They are 
also abundant in California. We need 
a knowledge of these _ things. 
The quacks have had all their own 
way about the fungi, and denounce.all 
as injurious. That is not true, The 
scientist tries to discern between the 
harmless and the injurious. Itbink no 
book will ever be written which will tell 
every one about every fungus and how 
to check it. That will have to be left 
in the hands of specialists, for itis a 
great study. So we shall have a sort of 
botanical veterinarians. (In answer to 
& question by Prof. [ra More): This 
black fangus I have heard of only from 
San Diego and other points near your 
coast. It could not well extend far in- 
land here, for it requires considerable 
moisture. The grape mildew may 
flourish in a very hot climate, but only 
in its rainy season.’ 

Prof, Farlow illustrated his lecture 
by liberal off-hand diagrams upon the 
black-board. It is a pity that he could 
not find it convenient to give a series of 
lectures 1n detail upon the subjects so 
cpa to our fruit-growe rs.

nrtion: A great many of the ancient 


Patrick. Under Constantine 
the word became a title of high no- 
bility; and the Pope of Bome in later 
times conferred it, as a title of special 
honor, upon many eminent persons, 
including several Emperors of Ger- 
many. But calling Frederick the 
Great, ‘Pat!’ Since early times the 
cognomen has been chiefly monop- 
olized by the uncrowned kings of the 
Emerald Isle, and at present it is ten to 
nothing that. any ‘‘Pat’’ is an Italian, 
not from Rome but from Cork. 

St. Patrick, the founder of the exten- 
sive Patrick 'tamily, was not an [rish- 
man, except by brevet, but a Scot, or a 
Johnny Crapeau, and his real name 
so} Patricius Succat. He was born at 
Dumbarton, Scotland, at Boulogne-sur- 
le-mer, France, and several other places, 
A. D. 377, 387 and other scattering 
dates. His Pat-ernal progenitor was 4 
deacon named Calpurnius, and his 
mother was Conchessa, a sister of St, 
Martin of Tours. When Patrick was 
16 years old a yang of pirates captured 
and lugged him off to Ireland, where 
he was sold as a slave to a petty chief. 
He blacked this gentleman’s brogans 
and cleaned the blood and hair from 


then slid down the lightning-rod and 
escaped. He skipped over to France 
and went into the monk business at 
Tours, afterwards monk-ying also at 
Lerins. In 431 A. D. he roamed to 


‘Rome, doing as the roam’uns did. 
Pope ‘Celestine sent him over 
to Ireland as Apostle to the 


Democrats, but he seems to have 
had slight success in converting them 
to Republicanism. It was reserved for 
Jim Blaine to evangelize the Irish in 
this line. Though not a success as a 
stump speaker, St. Patrick was the 
boss baptizer, and during his twenty 
years of missionary. service got in his 
sprinkling work on 12,000 heads. He 
also founded 365 churches, ‘besides or- 
daining more priests than you could 
shake a stick at. In 454 A. D. he fixed 
his See at Armagh, but the job was not 
substantially done, for is now 
dry land. The most noted work in 
which he engaged was the expulsion of 
snakes from Ireland. Commentators 
do not agree as to whether this was to 
save the boots of his parishioners from 
getting crowded, or merely a late squar- 
ing of Mother Eve's scogg. | He lingered 
along for a good many years, and 
finally was evicted from this life 
at Saul, near Downpatrick. Some 
historians fix the date of his death as 
460 A. D., while others set it at 493. A 
trifle of 33 years in a man’s life isn’t 
worth fighting over, however. His 
relics were preserved at Downpatrick 
until the time of the Reformation, and 
the town is still venerated by the peo- 
ple. Take it for all in all, we shall not 
look upon his like again. The one 
mistake of his life was failing to take 
out a copyright on his name. To-day 
is celebrated as his birthday, not be- 
cause anyone knows when he was horn, 
but rather than give up the procession 


altogether. St. Patrick was never 
known as a dynamiter—p nce be- 
cause of his dyin’-a-mighty Idng time 


before dynamite was discovered. But 
let us Cork up. Farther notice of the 
virtues of the deceased will be pub-— 
lished only as paid ‘obituary matter.
